Section 5~2(3) of the Act..provides:

The term ’property’ means any property, right, or inter-
est~including any leasehold i~terest, .and debts owefd by
.the Government of Cuba or by:enteKprlses which have been
nation~!ized, exprop~iated,:intervened, or taken by the
Government,gf Cuba and debts which are a charge on prop-
erty. whichihas been nationalized, expropria=ed~ in~ervened~
or taken .by the Government of Cuba.



This claim was opened on the basis of information received by

the Commission that claimant had been unable to return ~o the

United States. The Commission, however, has been informed that

said claimant returned to the United States in January 1969

and was given information concerning the filing of claims for any

property which ~ight have been taken by the Government of Cuba.

The claimant has n~t contacted the Commission. Accordingly, since

no claim has been asseTted for interests ~n property which was nation-

alized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the Government o£ Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
